Head of Collapsed Mort- 
gage Company Died Af- 
ter Proceedings Began, 
Leaving Son, 
Only Defendant.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 10.—A 
blunder of Circuit Attorney Frank- 
' Jin Miller’s office put an end today 

to the long pending and often de- 
layed prosecution of Stanley Cyt- 
ron, vice-president of the defunct 

Cytron Mortgage Co. of St. Louis, 
on the charge of. obtaining money 

under false pretenses. Investors 

lost about $2,000,000 in the mort- 

gage company’s collapse in 1929. 
The Missouri Supreme Court 

ruled that, because Miller’s office 

waited nearly four months too long 

‘in filing a new information, after 

the Cytron case was dismissed on a 

demurrer in December, 1933, the 

statute of limitations became op- 
erative, and further prosecution 
was barred. The court therefore 
made absolute a writ of prohibi- 

@ tion which it issued, as a temporary 

| writ, last May, to keep the St. Louis 

Circuit Court from_trying the case 
further. 

Gustave Cytron, father of Stan- 
ley Cytron, and head of the mort- 
gage company, was under the same 
charge up to his death Sept. 6 last. 

The elder Cytron was tried last 
March, but the jury disagreed, 6 
to 6. Stanley Cytron, who had taken 
& severance from his father’s case, 
was not tried then.

Expected to Avoid U. S. Tax on 
Undistributed Earnings. —

PITTSBURGH, Pa. Nov. 10.— 
Gulf Oil Corporation mdved today 
to distribute a stock melon having 
a par value of $113,450,000. J. F. 


Drake, president or the Mellon-con- 
trolled concern, announced the man- 
agement was recommending to its 
directors the distribution of a 100 
per cent stock dividend next month. 
The action came after stockhold- 
ers voted to increase the stated 
capitalization” from $150,000,000 to 
$300,000,000. At the current New 
York curb price of $110 to $113 the 
outstanding 4,538,000 par $25 stock 
is worth about $500,000,000. The 
par value of the 4,538,000 shares to 
be issued is $113,450,000. 

The distribution would be in ad- 
dition to a cash payment of 75 cents 
a share, which would include a spe- 
cial dividend of 50 cents. 


| The stock has been paying 25 
cents a share quarterly and finan- 
cial circles -understood the plan 
would be to continue this rate, 
which would increase the disburse- 
ment sufficiently to avoid the Fed- 
eral tax on undistributed earnings. 

Directors were scheduled to meet 
after the market closed to act on 
the recommendation. W. L. Mellon, 
nephew of Andrew W. Mellon, for- 
mer Secretary of the Treasury, is 
chairman. 

The Mellons are the largest stock- 
holders in the company which 
placed its assets at $430,245,000 in 
its last public statement Dec. 31, 
1935. This figure was reached 
after $340,700,000 had been deduct- 
ed from its $625,400,000 worth of 
plants and equipment for deprecia- 
tion and depletion. The Gulf com- 
pany reported net earnings for 1935

ROOSEVELT MAY SEEK MORE 
MONEY FOR WORK RELIEF 


Says Drouth Cut Deeply Into $1,- 
425,000,000 Appropriated by 
Congress, 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt said today a supple- 
mental work relief appropriation 
probably would be necessary for this 
fiscal year because the drouth had 
cut deeply into the $1,425,000,000 ap- 
propriated by Congress last June. 


The President made the statement 
at a press conference. He also said 
it was likely the budget estimates 
for the next fiscal year’s relief pro- 
gram—beginning July 1, 1937— 
‘would be delayed until March when 
it would be easier to estimate the 
cost on an annual basis. 

Asked if he expected to have a 
balanced budget by the end of the 
fiscal year June 30, he replied he 
‘would have an answer to that in his 
message to Congress Jan. 6. 

Mr. Roosevelt said continuation of 
the Resettlement Administration, 
the National Youth Adminisctration, 
the Civilian Conservation Corps and 
other New Deal agencies by absorb- 
ing them into existing or some new 
Federal department was a proba- 
bility. 


PHILADELPHIA MAYOR LETS

Appeared When Actors Agree to 
Modify Gestures; Had Called 
It “Damnable trage.”

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 10.—May- 
or S. Davis Wilson agreed with pro- 
ducers of the musical show, “New 
Faces,” today. that lines in a skit 
depicting Mrs. Roosevelt and Mrs. 


Herbert Hoover weren’t so bad, but 
that it was the gestures of the ac- 
tors caricaturing them to which he 
objected. 

After a conference, Attorney 
Francis Biddle, who is a friend of 
the Roosevelts, and former chair- 
man of the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board, annonuced the skit 
would be modified “so as to remove 
the Mayor’s criticism that it was 
not altogether in good taste.” It will 
appear in the show tonight, with 
the lines unchanged, he said. 
Mayor Wilson last night  inter- 
rupted the show to declare the skit 
“a damnable outrage” for “ridicul- 
ing the wife of the President of the 
United States,” and ordered it elim- 
inated or the show closed. 

The sequence that provoked the 
Mayor is entitled “Scouting a 
Rumor” and depicts Mrs. Roosevelt 
and Mrs. Herbert Hoover address- 
ing a meeting of Girl Scouts.

UNION PROPOSES CODE 
IN GARMENT INDUSTRY 


Women Workers’ Executive 
Board Announces It Will 
Call Conference. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—A con- 
ference of all elements of the wom- 
en’s garment industry to devise 
means of obtaining for it a one- 
industry “NRA” was proposed to- 
day by the executive board of the 
International Ladies’ Garment 
Workers. 

The board’s proposal followed its 
advocation yesterday of a constitu- 
tional amendment permitting Con- 
gress to “legislate for the protection 
and advancement of the wage earn- 
ing masses.” 

In the announcement today, the 
board said it would issue a call “to 
all the factors in the women’s gar- 
ment making industry to meet in 
conference at the earliest possible 
date.” Both employers and em- 
ployes would be asked to discuss 
the legislative program. A board 
spokesman said the leaders had in 
mind something similar to the Guf- 
fey Coal Act. 

“The conference,” a statement by 
the board said, “should have as its 
prime purpose the lining up of all 
the constructive forces in this in- 
dustry for the adoption of legisla- 
tive measures that would tend to 
bring about uniform hours and min- 
imum wages for the various 
branches of our industry, greater 
stability and competitive uniformity 
in work conditions, elimination of 
unfair trade practices and equitable 
employer - employe relationships 
based on universal application of 
genuine collective bargaining. 

“The general executive board is 
convinced that the hour now is 
ripe to unite all the forces in the 
industry behind a collective effort 
for national legislation similar to 
the National Recovery Act that 
would restore to our industries and 
to the workers employed therein the 
safeguard and the advantages 
which obtained under that law prior 
to its invalidation.” 


EMPLOYMENT OF GERMANS 
. OVER 40 MADE COMPULSORY 


New Decree Applies to Skilled Men 
and Especially to Fathers 
of Families. 
By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Nov. 10.—A new decree 
by Hermann Wilhelm Goering, as 
chief of Dictator Adolf Hitler’s 
four-year plan for the Reich, makes 
employment’ of skilled men over 40 
compulsory. The decree applies 
especially to fathers of families “so 
no person shall lack work if he has 
ability,” 

Goering said that at present the 
most important aims of the plan 
are armaments, food supply, pro- 
duction of home-made raw mate- 
rials, increasing exports and health- 
ful homes for workers. 

The training of apprentices was 
made compulsory under the decree 
in the building and metal trades 
industries. Skilled metal workers 
must be employed only at their par- 
ticular skilled work, and all major 
building operators must obtain gov- 
ernmental sanction.

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 10.—A 
new dispute between maritime 
workers and shipowrers arose in 
Honolulu today to hamper Govern- 
ment efforts to end the Pacific 
Coast maritime strike. 
In a mass meeting, 1000 maritime 
workers in Honolulu refused to re- 
turn seven strike-bound ships to the 
United States coast from Hawaii 
unless unior™longshoremen wer32 
used exclusively and unless Hawai- 
ian waterfront workers were includ- 
ed in future negotiations. 
Agents for the Matson line, which 
owns five of the ships, replied: 
“That is out of the question. A 
majority of the dock workers here 
are not union men and don’t want 
to join. This is an attempt to force 
unionism down their throats.” 
The Hawaiian ports of Honolulu 
and’ Hilo have been thé only major 
Pacific nonunion ports since the 
coastwise strike of 1934. William 
Craft, international Longshoreman’s 
Association organizer, reported 819 
of Honolulu’s 950 waterfront work- 
ers are membcrs of the I. L. A. and 
250 are union men in Hilo. 
The deadlock threatened to pro- 
long the tieup indefinitely, as the 
return of ships from Mawaii has 
been one of the key questions in 
resuming negotiations here. 
The union action was taken after 
the joint policy committee in San 
Francisco, representing 37,000 strik- 
ers in seven unions, repeated cabled 
instructions to return the ships.

MADRID, Nov, 10.—Three great 
Fascist bombing planes dumped 
about 40 large bombs, many of them 
incendiary, on the southern and 
western sections of Madrid at 3:55 
p. m. today. : 

It was the heaviest aerial bom- 
bardment yet of the besieged Span- 
ish capital. 

Fifteen pursuit planes swarmed 
around the bombers as they circled 
the city several times before un- 
loading the first of their cargoes 
over the Toledo bridge sector, in- 
tended point of insurgent penetra- 
tion into the city. 

Huge clouds of debris-filled smoke 
billowed: into the air. The succes- 
sive explosions jarred the whole 
city. 

The aerial bombardment followed 
an intense shelling of Madrid, which 
started in the morning, while furious 
fighting broke out in the Casa de 
Campo sector across the Manzan- 
ares River. 

Front-Line Trenches Bombed. 

Before they flew over the city, 
the bombers. blasted Government 
front-line trenches in the western 
edges of Madrid with a number of 
high explosive bombs. 

Defense officials contended the 
German pilot of a Junkers bomber 
landed during the day at Alcala de 
Henares, east of Madrid, and de- 
serted to the Government. They 
also reported another raiding bom- 
ber was shot down. 

Insurgent batteries dropped doz- 
ens of shells into the city, causing 
an extremely hazardous situation 
for pedestrians. 

More than 20 heavy - artillery 
shells fell in the Plaza de Espana. 
The Montana Barracks was _ sub- 
jected to heavy fire. Still anoth- 
er shell split the building of the 
newspaper “Ahora,” wrecking it. 

Machine-gunning pursuit planes, 
with diststrous effect, poured bul- 
lets into the ranks of workers man- 
ning shallow ditches in the city’s 
outer fortifications. 

The intermittent artillery fire di- 
rected at the trenches several times 
forced their evacuation, but on each 
occasion ,the militia streamed back 
in. 
From a vantage point atop one 
of Madrid’s highest buildings, the 
warfare, as seen through field 
glasses, spread out like a giant 
stage. . 

Regiment Ready to Attack. 

The correspondent could see one 
regiment of Moorish Cavalry, ap- 
parently impatiently awaiting ot- 
ders, while puffs of shrapnel burst 
nearby. 

Farther out to the northwest, the. 
Government troops still were hold- 
ing the suburb of Aravaca, while 
the insurgents clung to nearby Po- 
zuelo. The valley between the vil- 
lages was a sea of bursting shells. 

On the south, the Government 
contended it had pushed the in- 
surgents back two miles from the 
Toledo bridge, but the Fascists were 
close to the military hospital, where 
many Government troops lay 
wounded. |

Declares in Supreme 
Court Buzzard’s Roost 
Project Is Illegal. 


» $2,852,000 LOAN, 
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GRANT INVOLVED 


Counsel Says Subsidized 
Competition Would Take 
From the Petitioners’ 
Their Business. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—A Gov- 
ernment: attempt to furnish money 
for a publicly-owned hydro-electric 
project was assailed as unconsti- 
tutional today in arguments before 
the Supreme Court. 

Under attack was a $2,852,000 
Public Works Administration loan 
and grant to Greenwood County, 
South Carolina, for a project at 
Buzzard’s Roost, opposed by the 
Duke Power Co. The decision in 
this case was expected to control 
similar Government activities. 


Representing Duke were Newton 
D. Baker, Secretary of War in the 
Wilson administration, and W. S. 
O’B. Robinson, Charlotte (N. C.) 
attorney. ‘ 

First Argument for Company. 

W. S. O’B. Robinson, the first 
speaker, reviewed the history of 
the case before a courtroom audi- 
encé which included John W. Davis, 
1924 Democratic nominee for Pres- 
ident, and Gov. Olih Johnston of 
South Carolina. 

He asserted that the proposed 
construction was “illegal, unlawful 
and inflicted special injury by set- 
ting up subsidized Government com- 
petition which would take from the 
petitioners their business.” 

“It was admitted the project 
would be a purely local municipal 
plant,” he added. “The county 
would assume no obligation. The 
Government would provide all the 
money.” He said the rates were 
fixed below those of the power com- 
pany “by reason of the Federal sub- 
sidy,” and that without this the 
project could not be constructed. 

“One of the principal purposes of 
the project,” he said, “is to coerce 
and force private companies to re- 
duce their rates.” 

The Circuit Court of Appeals at 
Charlotte, N. C., upheld the Gov- 
ernment. 

Questions by Justice Sutherland. 

Justice Sutherland asked if the 
Duke company challenged the pow- 
er of the county to construct a 
plant “if the money was loaned by 
a private bank.” 

“I don’t think so,” Robinson re- 
plied, “but the Federal Government 
had no power to make a loan.” 
“Had Congress authorized 
asked Suthneriand. 

Robinson said the National In- 
dustrial Recovery Act. authorized 
the expenditure of more than three 
billion dollars for public works but 
that “when properly contsructed it 
did not authorize the expenditure in 
this case.” 

This loan and grant. “lacked con- 
gressional authority and lacked 
constitutional authority,” he assert- 
ed. “This would not be a useful 
public work but would duplicate 
our facilities.” — 

Justice on Word “Perhaps.” 

Justice McReynolds asked if

“Don’t you contend that the Fed- 
eral Government is going into pri- 
vate business and has no power to 
do it?” McReynolds inquired,

Holding Company Law Case. 


Asserting’ that further delay 
would cause “paralyzing losses,” 
counsel for two major electric sys- 
tems urged the Supreme Court yes- 
terday to direct prompt trial by a 
lower tribunal of their suit chal- 
lenging validity of the Public 
Utility Holding Company Act. The 
law provides for the regulation of 
holding companies and the aboli- 
tion. of those considered unneces- 


sary. 
Solicitor-General Stanley Reed 
argued in turn for postponement 
of the suit until the constitution- 
ality of the law could be decided by 
another test case against the Elec- 
tric Bond & Share Co. and its sub- 
sidiaries, He contended the Gov- 
ernment was threatened with a 
flood of suits involving the same 
issues and asked reversal of a rul- 
ing by the Court of Appeals for 
the District of Columbia, which re- 
fused to permit a postponement. 
John C, Higgins, attorney for the 
North American Co. and for the 
American Waterworks & Electric 
Co., told the Court his clients were 
“suffering daily a tremendous and 
crippling injury” while the constitu- 
tionality of the holding company 
act remained undecided. Utility 
holding companies face irreparable 
losses, he contended, because they 
cannot refinance long-term securi- 
ties at a lower rate of interest until 
the validity of the law’s so-called 
death sentence provision is settled. 


Attorney-General’s Aid Heard. 


Robert H, Jackson, special as- 
sistant to the Attorney-General, 
told the Court that all holding com- 
panies were protected until validity 
of the act is finally decided, as Gov- 
ernment officials have pledged 
themselves not to file prosecutions 
before that time. Such pledges 
might not bind their successors, he 
agreed, in response to questioning 
by Justice McReynolds. 

He said. the Government ‘could 
not enforce a “death sentence” 
against holding companies under 
the law, but could merely recom-

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15 60° ON TRIAL ON CHARGES 
OF $5,000,000 STOCK FRAUD 


NEW YORK, Nov. 10.—The trial 
of 15 men on charges of conspiracy 
to defraud investors of about $5,- 
000,000 by falsely representing stock 
of the Rayon Industrfes Corpora- 
tion was begun today before a Fed- 
eral Court jury. The National In- 
vestment Transcript, Inc., which the 
Government contends was organ- 
ized to promote sales of rayon 
stock, is named jointly with the 
15 defendants in the 20-count in- 
dictment. 

Assistant United States Attorney 
Leo Fennelly said the conspiracy 
charged centers around formation 
of rayon industries in 1933 by the 
acquisition of mill properties in 
Massachusetts, Norfolk, Va., and 
Belding, Mich. Fennelly said the 
properties were owned by Simon 
Levin, one of the 15 defendants, 
who was president o? Rayon In- 
dustries. 

The Government accuses the de- 
fendants of selling 1,000,000 Class A 
and 500,000 Class B shares of Rayon 
Industries stock, which had a par 
value of only $1 a share, at prices 
ranging from $3 to $9 a share. In- 
vestors were told, the Government 
charges, that the stock would “go 
to $20 a share in 60 days,” and 
would “pay a $1 dividend soon.”

DEFENSE PLEADS 
ACCUSED IS INSANE 


His Counsel Contend At- 
tentions of Other Man to 
Wife Drove Him to 
Shoot Victim.

KIRKSVILLE, Mo., Nov, 10.— 
With the State directly asking only 
life imprisonment, although it made 
a passing reference to the gallows, 
the first-degree murder case of 


Robert P. Doneghy, mild-mannered 
former traveling salesman who was 
described by a State’s witness as 
“one of the kindest, gentlest men 
he ever. knew,” went to the jury 
at 2 p. m. today. 

The summations were to be con- 
cluded after the luncheon recess 
and the case was expected to reach 
the jury of farmers during the aft- 
ernoon. 

Doneghy, who the defense con- 
ends was and still is insane, ended 
several years of torturing jealousy, 
suspicions and indecision over se- 
cret meetings between his wife and 
his “best friend,” George Manuel, by 
inviting Manuel to his home last 
March 10 and then shooting him in 
the back with a shotgun as he fled 
out the door. 

Prosecutor’s Final Plea. 

Picturing Doneghy as a “cold, 
deliberate, although perhaps weak, 
killer,” Prosecuting Attorney Nat 
Rieger, who opened for the State, 
asked the jury to “incarcerate the 
efendant for his natural life.” It 
was a planned murder, said the 
young prosecutor. He said Don- 
egly’s testimony that he had not 
intended to kill Manuel and had 
joaded the shotgun to commit sui- 
tide was “a cock-and-bull story.” 

He ridiculed defense testimany 
that Doneghy was sensitive and 
easily crushed. Rather, said Rie- 
ger, Doneghy was a “pouter” who 
achieved his ends in that manner. 
If his wife had thought he was 
insane, as she testified, she never 
would have left him alone in the 
house to talk’ to Manuel, Rieger 
serted. He said he thought it 
trange that Doneghy tried to 
mmmit suicide six or seven times, 
s the defense contended, “and yet 
ever got a scratch.” The actions 

Doneghy cited by defense lay 
inesses as their grounds for 
hinking him insane were normal 
hings that would be done by any 
lan, said Rieger. 

Arguments by Defense. 
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sidered a competent witness, and 
pointed out that the Judge, at the 
request of the defense, had instruct- 
ed that Doneghy was a competent 
witness. 

Court’s Instructions. 
Circuit Judge Emert C. Hilbert’s 
instructions made possible verdicts 
of first degree murder, for which 
the punishment is death or life im- 
prisonment, second degree murder, 
punishable by not less than 10 
years’ imprisonment, or acquittal. 
There was no manslaughter instruc- 
tion. 

The burden of proof of insanity 
rested with the defense, but if it 
was proved, it was the jury’s duty 
to acquit and to state whether or 
not the defendant has since recov- 
ered, the Court said. A mental de- 
rangement did not excuse the de- 
fendant unless it rendered him un- 
able to distinguish between right 
and wrong, the instructions stated. 
“Any evidence of a relationship 
between Manuel and the defendant’s 
wife constitutes no defense, but is 
received for the purpose of deter- 
mining his sanity,” the Court said. 
It ruled that the defendant was a 
competent witness. 

Testimony was completed yester- 
day afternoon after six days, in 
which there were three night ses- 
sions. So great is the interest here 
in the tragedy centering around the 
defendant, his church-leader - and 
club-leader wife and dapper George 
Manuel, who also was a traveling 
salesman, that the courtroom has 
been packed and an overfiow crowd 
has stood in the hall at all times.

ed for the Mississippi, he said, was 
in 1844 when the river rose to 41.36 
feet. At that time, the river's flow 
was unconfined on the East Side. 
If such a volume of water ever 
came down again, Reinecke pointed 
out, the river would rise to about 
45.6 feet, overflowing the present 
levees at many points. 


As to construction costs estimat- 
ed at $1,158,000, Reinecke explained 
that they would be borne by the 
Federal Government, but that the 
East Side Levee Board would have 
to obtain the easements 
and right-of-way, assume liability 
for any damages and pay all 
maintenance costs. The undertak- 
ing has been authorized under the 
1936 Flood Control Act, but no ap- 
propriations have been made, he 
said, adding that the War Depart- 
ment had given the oar pri- 
ority over all others in this dis- 
trict. 


According to the plans, 31 miles 
of levees are to be strengthened, : 
beginning at the point in Madison 
County where the Cahokia diversion 
channel meets the bluffs, extend- 
ing west along the channel, south 
along the eastern boundary of the 
Chouteau, Nameoki and Venice 
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would have on railroads crossing, 
running on top of or parallel to 
them. Reinecke advised the ques- 
tioners to submit their technical 
problems to the War Department 
office in St. Louis and their finan- 
cial ones to the Levee Board.

Spanish War Series of Roadside 
Skirmishes Rather Than Battles; 
Armies Moved in Trucks, Busses 


No Well-Defined “Front” in Rebel Advances 


TUESDAY, NOVEMBER 10, 19396. — 


—Highways Are 


Followed Except 


When Villages Are Attacked. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

WITH THE FASCIST ARMY ON 
THE MADRID FRONT.—Highways 
and villages have been the battle- 
grounds in the advance of Gen. 
Francisco Franco's forces on Ma- 
drid. 

The fighting has been less of bat- 
tle than of skirmishes and the word 
“front,”. in this civil war, is little 
more than a term to designate the 
roads held by the warring forces. 

There is little” fighting from 
trenches, or between lines stretched 
across fields in the open country. 
Columns advance along highways, 
leaving the roads only to deploy 
around a village and rush its sand- 
bag barricadés at the entramces to 
its streets. 

Typical of a day’s operations was 
the advance of one of Gen. Jose 
Barela’s columns on a string of vil- 
lages within 30 miles of Madrid on 
the southwest side of the capital. 

General Up at Dawn. 

The General, driving out . from 
headquarters with his staff at 5 a. 
m., was on a hilltop at dawn, to 
watch the start of the day’s ad- 
vance with the aid of field glasses. 
Through them, as the morning light 
brightened he could distinguish the 
line of busses and trucks in which 
his Moorish troops had moved yp. 
On a white ribbon of road ahead 
of his column could be seen the 
trucks and busses of the retreating 
leftist militiamen and assault 
guards. Moving specks on the roll- 
ing terrain were eavalry ° troops 
riding across fields to attack the 
leftists, who were fleeing at a right 
angle to the nationalist advance. 

Presently a courier came up on 
a motorcycle and handed the Gen- 
eral a message. 

“The reds are fleeing 
Madrid,” the General said. “Let’s 
go en.” His caravan of staff cars, 
not more than a half-dozen, speed- 
ed into the village his troops had 
just occupied. Near the village a 
few dead were seen, crumpled in 
the ditches. 

Linesmen String Wire. 

In the outward slope of the 
ditches, rising eight or 10 feet, the 
leftists had dug rude, cave-like 
shelters, in trench formation, These 
were empty and telephone lines- 
men, who followed the advance al- 
ready were working on the wires, 
hanging in loops from the poles, 
where they had been pulled down 
by leftists. 

Reaching the occupied village, the 
General and his staff climbed to a 
hilltop just outside its walls. The 
road to the next village was lined 
for a mile with busses, empty ex- 
cept for their drivers, and supply 
trucks. on which dozed their Span- 
ish and. Moorish guards. 

A leftist booming plane appeared 
overhead, protected by a smaller 
fighter flyit® above it. The bomb- 
er was trying to find a Fascist bat- 
tery of light artillery, which was 
shelling the town ahead. So clear 
was the view and so short the range 
that the shell explosions and spurts

Living Off the Land. 


The sun bathed the fields and 
groves of low olive trees with noon 
heat: Truck drivers who had been 
up since 4 a. m. were snoring in 
ditches in the shade of trees lining 
the road. Soldiers brought up a 
few sheep and pigs, which they 
dumped, bleating and squealing, 
into the trucks, 

The Moors occupying the village 
killed a sheep, skinned it, chopped 
it into small chunks and cooked 
the meat for lunch in smal] pots 
over open wood fires built in the 
main street against the rough plas- 
ter walls of the low houses. 

The General and his staff had 
lunch in one of the houses, The 
correspondents ate sardines and 
tinned tomatoes out of the cans off 
the baggage trunks on the back of 
their cars. The tomatoes and the 
melons which topped off the meal 
quenched their thirst in a strange 
village where wells were suspected 
of being poisoned. 

Before lunch was over, the cour- 
ier was back with word that the 
next village had been taken. The 
staff moved up to it, followed by 
the empty busses and trucks. 

Artillery Opens Way. 

The signs of fighting were fresh 
—bodies of the dead, punctured 
sandbag barricades at the entrance 
to the village, a litter in the main 
street of blankets, cartridge shells, 
broken rifles, discarded sandals and 
the odds and ends of equipment left 
by an army in flight. Already a bat- 
tery of howitzers was shelling the 
roads around the next village. 

Here in town. white flags hung 
from most of the houses. A few 
villagers talked with the troops. 
One villager took a pole and began 
scraping leftist enlistment posters, 
denouncing Fascism, off the walls 
of the houses. Two soldiers found 
an antiquated mechanical piano in 
the town’s one cafe, got comrades 
to shove it into the plaza and start 
it along with a crank. 

Soldiers took turns at the village 

well with the women, who with big 
|jars held on their hips, are always 
clustered around the town’s source 
of water. 
At the far.end of the village, a 
company of Moors sat in the shade 
of a wall, their faces impassive un- 
der red fezes and turbans of many 
colors, as they rested and waited 
for the line of busses and trucks to 
take them near enough to the next 
village to fight theit way into it.

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Armistice day, commemorating 
the eighteenth anniversary of the 
cessation of the World War, will

with an American Legion parade

Mayor Dickmann issued a proc- 
lamation, asking that all industry 
and traffic stop for two minutes at 
11 a. m. wherever possible to “give 
to the citizens a clear idea of the 
sacrifices and suffering of the 
World War and bring home to them 
what the blessings of peace really 
mean to a nation.” . .

‘ular mail delivery will be in effect. 

Parade at 2:30 P. M. 

The parade will begin at 2:30 
o'clock following an American Le- 
gion luncheon at Hotel Jefferson, 
at which United States Senator 
Bennett Champ Clark, one of the 
founders of the Legion, will speak. 

The parade will be marked off 
into three divisions made up, re- 
spectively, of military groups, Le- 
gion post and other veterans’ or- 
ganizations, and fraternal, patriotic 
and school groups. Airplanes from 
the Thirty-fifth Division, Missouri 
National Guard, and from the Naval 
Reserve Aviation’ Base Air Unit 
will fly overhead during the parade.

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Fox Hunting a ‘Sissy’ Game? 
Try It Sometime and You'll 
Find That You Are All Wrong 


By the Associated Press. 


Gobs of money, a good horse, 
howling hounds,and a trick outfit 
aren't the only requisites of a good 
fox hunter. You've got to have in- 
testinal fortitude, cool nerves, phys- 
ical stamina, a thorough knowl- 
edge of your Emily Post, and more 
wits than the operator of a fourth 
rate pawn shop along poverty row. 

This much about chasing the fox 
was learned on one hunt, so don’t 
say you were not warned: 


When someone invites you to go 
fox hunting, don’t dash out and buy 
yourself a hunt outfit consisting of 
a pink coat, silk hat, and all the 
trimmings you see in the movies. 
Turn out in either black or gfay, 
wearing either a silk hat or derby. 
After the “master of the hunt” has 
observed you on a few hunts and 
decides you have the form, riding 
ability and the qualities of a true 
gentleman and figures you deserve 
the honor of joining the hunt, he'll 
come up to you in the bar or club- 
house and say: 


“TI say, old fellow, how about turn- 
ing out in pink next time?” 

When he says that, you’re a real 
foxy fox hunter. You can go out 
and spend a few hundred dollars for 


a real outfit. 


Master of Hunt Is Boss. 

In riding to the hounds, the mas- 
ter of the hunt is the boss. He’s 
always addressed as “Mister” So 
and So, never as Joe, Charlie or 
Ignatz. When addressing the mas- 
ter of the hunt, you must tip your 
hat. Female members of the party 
are supposed to remdin silent. Some 
wags say the rule against women 
talking is the one big secret of the 
success of fox hunting.

There are plenty of hazards in 
fox hunting. The bane of fox hunt- 
ing is country with wire fences for 
horses can’t see the wire strands, 
and, instead of jumping them, oc- 
casionally will run square into the 
wire meshes, causing bad spills and 
serious accidents—sometimes fatal. 

Mr. Fox seems to get smarter ev- 
ery year. He’s always a jump 
ahead of the hounds and huntsmen, 
A fox, running for his life ahead 
of the howling pack, does his best 
thinking around the walls. He'll 
leap on the wall, turn and run along 
the top while the hounds invariably 
jump clear over the wall and try to 
pick up the scent on the ether side. 
While the hounds howl in disgust. 
Mr. Fox doubles back, often times 
perching himself in the distance as 
if to laugh at his pursuers. Mr. Fox 
also loses ‘em by running down 
streams and crossing over. 

Foxes seldom are killed once they 
are run’ down. Not all fox hunts 
follow foxes because they are ex- 
pensive. The foxless fox hunt is 
novel. The party first holds a 
“drag.” A bag of almost anything 
is soaked, usually in linseed oil, 
and dragged over the course by a 
unkey the night before the hunt.

Sees No Need for Any 
Apology by the Olym- 
. * 
pic Committee. 
By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 10.—Surveying 
the more or less troubledgathletic 
landscape from his ornate tower of- 
fice, America’s Olympic chieftain, 
Avery Brundage, yesterday warned 
the American Athletic Union 
against a renewal of factional war- 
fare in the forthcoming convention, 
at Houston next month. Such strife, 
he said, can lead only to impair- 
ment of A. A. U. prestige in the 
government of this country’s sport. 

‘The issue is clear-cut, so far as 
I am concerned,” Brundage told the 
Associated Press. “The hatchet 
must be buried, for the best inter- 
ests of American sport, and a unit- 
ed front established to gain the real 


objectives of the organization. Oth- 
erwise and if there is a widening 


‘of the rift that marked last year’s 


convention over Olympic issues, the 
A. A. U. will risk dissipating the 
hard-won gains made within the 
last decade.” 

Has Been Under Fire. 

Brundage, whose handling of this 
year’s stormy Olympic voyage has 
been under fire in some quarters, 
addressed himself forcefully to the 
delegates who will gather in the 
Texas city for their annual meeting, 
Dec. 4-6. The Chicagoan, finishing 
out his seventh term as president 
of the A. A. U. within an eight-year 
period, is not running for office. 

“IT have never played politics and 
I do not intend to start now,” he 
continued. “It has been my conten- 
tion that sport suffers injury when- 
ever its interests become involved 
in political disputes. I fought for 
the separation of these factors a 
year ago. I am ready to fight again 
to preserve what I consider the 
ideals and objectives of the A. A. U. 
in sport.” 

Brundage said he welcomed the 
etraightforward attitude of his erst- 
while opponent, Jeremiah T. Maho- 
ney of New York, who yielded the 
presidency to Brundage a year ago 
after failing to put the A. A. U. on 
record against Olympic participa- 
tion, on anti-Nazi grounds. 

» “Judge Mahoney and many of his 
associates undoubtedly were sincere 
in their opposition,” said Brundage. 
“They were entitled to their views. 
It will be a mistake, however, as 
well as a serious blow to the A. A. 
U., to revive issues which were dis- 
posed of a year ago and which 
should remain permanentiy in the 
discard. . They have no place in 
amateur sport.” 

“What about the Olympic back- 
fire?” -we asked. 

“I do not think the Olympic Com- 
mittee needs to apologize for the job 
it did last year,” Brundage asserted. 
“It was confronted with a difficult 
task from the outset: The case of 
Mrs. Eleanor Holm Jarrett did not 
make it any easier, but the commit- 
tee had no alternative so far as her

dismissal was concerned. Much has 
been said that has no bearing on 
the fact. 

“Criticism of the A. A. U. in the 
Jesse Owens case likewise has not 
been based on the actual facts. 
Owens suspended himself by violat- 
ing the rules, yet the A: A. U. is pic- 
ured as ungrateful or unjust. It may 
huve been done with the best of in- 
tentions, but Owens, it seems clear 
now, was badly advised. That, how- 
ever, does not detract’from his won- 
derful performances or the fact that 
he was a credit to the United States 
throughout the Olympics. 


“At the root of most really seri- 
ous Olympic difficulties is the un- 
satisfactory method of trying to 
collect’ funds by belated public ap- 
peal. Literally, I passed the hat 
among friends to help get enough 
money to send our team abroad. We 
need a continuing organization, with 


a definite fund-raising program, 


operating on a long-term basis. I 
will make specific recommendations 
to the retiring committee. 

“The A. A. U. is in position to 
help bring about better handling of 
the Olympic job,” Brundage con- 
cluded, “but it must set its own 
house in order first. The adminis- 
tration of the A, A. U., in the past 
10 years, has brought about more 
harmony and closer working rela- 
tions between the chief sports gov- 
erning organizations — specifically 
the A. A. U. and the colleges—than 
at any previous time in our athletic 
history. These gains and the work- 
ing relations they involve should be 
preserved, at all costs. They trans- 
cend any partisan motives or fac- 
tional objectives.”

The verdict, returned after less 
than 30 minutes’ deliberation by 
the jury, stated the jury had found 
Stribling “to be an habitual drunk- 
ard and incapable of managing his 
own affairs.” Trial of the motion, 
which was opposed by his wife, was 
begun last Thursday and continued 
yesterday. Mrs. Stribling had been 
appointed guardian of her husband. 

Stribling, who resides with his 
wife at 1158 Francis place, Rich- 
mond Heights, inherited a fourth of 
the estate of his father, a former 
wholesale shoe dealer. The inherit- 
ance, in the form of a trust, has 
been valued at $101,892. When the 
hearing on _- Stribling’s petition 
opened last week, he testified he 
had “reformed” and drank only a 
little beer in warm weather. 

Neighbors’ Testimony. 

At yesterday’s session, neighbors 
of the Striblings testified in behalf 
of Mre Stribling that they had seen 
him intoxicated at least as often 
since the court order declaring him 
an habitual drunkard had been en- 
tered Jan. 25, 1935, as before. Mrs. 
Marie. Marcellan, who lives across 
the street from the Striblings, told 
the jury she had observed him fre- 
quently until last June, and that he 
was intoxicated “practically all that 
time.” 

She last saw him drunk a week 
ago, and has seldom seen him sober 
in nine years, she said. On one oc- 
casion Stribling used vile language 
to her and her husband, shouting 
for the latter to “go back to Spain 
where you belong and take all your 
family with you,” she testified. 

Last winter she said she saw him 
feeding his dog in the yard, wear- 
ing only shorts and a suit coat. 
Whisky bottles frequently lay in 
the yard and an adjoining vacant 
lot and were picked up by children 
going to school, she testified. 

On cross-examination she said 
she and her husband had called po- 
lic. only once on account of Strib- 
ling, not wanting to “get mixed up” 
in his affairs. Conditions, however, 
have been “worse than ever” late- 
ly, she said. 

Testifies He Hasn’t Changed 

Mrs. Richard C. Bland, residing 
next door to the Striblings at 1146 
Francis place, testified she had seen 
no change in Stribling since he was 
legally declared a drunkard. 

She testified she always tried to 
avoid him when he appeared to be 
drunk, but that he was always “par- 
ticularly abusive” when in that con- 

“dition. Once he shouted at her, her 
husband and their three children, 
using obscene language, she testi- 
fied. 

Last May, the Blands called po- 
lice three times in one night be- 
cause of Stribling’s conduct and 
the third time the police took him 
to the station for the remainder of 
the night, Mrs. Bland said. On 
cross-examination she said she was 
a good friend of Mrs. Stribling. 

Several other neighbors gave sim- 
ilar testimony. Mrs. Florence Mc- 
Daniels, 1430 Woodland drive, Rich- 
mond Heights, testified that while 
visiting Mrs. Stribling she had seen 
Stribling come home drunk fre- 
quently and that he acted so “ugly” 
at those times that last summer 
she finally stopped going to the 
Stribling home. One time Stribling, 
displeased with food Mrs. Strib- 
ling provided, jerked the cloth from 
a table, throwing dishes and silver- 
ware to the floor, the witness said. 

Dr. Francis M. Barnes Jr., a neu- 
rologist, testified he treated Strib- 
ling for delirium tremens in 1928 
and frequently after that, up to 
about December, 1934, for alcohol- 

ism. He stopped calling when Strib- 
ling attempted to strike him. “In- 
my opinion,” Dr. Barnes declared, 
Stribling is beyond cure and would 
be better off in an institution.

Jurist, Nearing 80, Deliv- 
ers Another on Fiduciary 
Responsibility, Which 
Also Interests Him.

WASHINGTON, Nov: 10.—Coinci- 
dence or the thoughtfulness of 
Chief Justice Hughes permitted 
Justice Brandeis to read two unani- 
mous Supreme Court decisions yes- 
terday, as his eightieth birthday 
approached, on subjects in which he 


is deeply interested, states’ rights 
and the fiduciary responsibility of 
bank directors. 

The states’ rights decision upheld 
the California law‘imposing a li- 
cense fee of $500 for the privilege 
of importing beer to any place with- 
in the borders of the. State. The 
fiduciary responsibility opinion com- 
pelled the president and manager 
of an industrial plant, who was also 
a director of the Manufacturers’ 
National Bank & Trust Co. of Rock- 
ford, ll, to make restitution for 
withdrawing $42,761 from the bank 
two hours before it closed its doors. 

In the California opinion, Justice 
Brandeis wrote that the twenty- 
first amendment was so broad that 
the equal protection clause of the 
fourteenth amendment did not pro- 
hibit states from regulating the 
liquor traffie.within their own bor- 
ders. The case has been closely 
watched by brewers and distillers 
throughout the country. 

Discrimination Issue. 

The plaintiff in the suit was a 
California corporation which sold 
at wholesale within the State beer 
imported from Missouri and Wis- 
consin. The corporation refused to 
apply for an importer’s license, as 
required by the California law, con- 
tending that the requirement dis- 

iminated against wholesalers of 
mported beer to the advantage of 
wholesalers of domestic beer. 

The State of California, through 
its Board of Equalization, argued 
that the State has been within its 
constitutional rights in enacting the 
law because the twenty-first amend- 
ment provided as follows: 

“The transportation or importa- 

tion into any State, territory or 
possession of the United States for 
delivery or use therein of intoxicat- 
ing liquors, in violation of the laws 
thereof, is hereby prohibited.” 
*® Commenting on the two argu- 
ments, Justice Brandeis said that 
the corporation was complaining 
because the State would not let it 
import beer without paying for the 
privilege of importation. © 

“Prior to the twenty-first amend- 
ment,” he said, “it would obviously 
have been unconstitutional to im- 
pose any fee for that privilege. The 
imposition would have been void, 
hot because it resulted in discrim- 
ination, but because the fee would 
be a direct burden on interstate 
commerce; and the commerce 
clause confers the right to import 
merchandise free into any state, ex-

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Pilsudski’s Successor in Poland 
_ Is Elevated to Rank of Marshal 


Gen. Rydz-Smigly Formally Acknowledged— 
Considers Government Like That of 
. Fascists or Nazis.

WARSAW, Nov. 10.—Gen. Ed- 
ward Rydz-Smigly was elevated to- 
day to the rank of Marshal of Po- 
land. A fraternal kiss was Presi- 
dent Ignacy Moscicki’s way of con- 
ferring the rank, instead, as was 
planned, of a touch with the baton 
of the First Marshal Pilsudski. 
Then, taking another baton frém a 
red box which stood before the bust 
of Pilsudski, in the center of the 
old palace courtyard, the President 
proclaimed: 

“This is not only the mark of the 
highest authority in the army, but 
a symbol signifying from this mo- 
ment that it is up to you, Marshal 
Rydz-Smigly, to share with the 
President of the republic the bur- 
den of leading the country.” Then a 
21-gun salute was fired in honor of 
the new Marshal. 

The original plan was to remove 
Marsha! Pilsudski’s baton from his 
sarcophagus at Krakow for the 
ceremony. However, army circles 
protested against the opening of the 
tomb, | 
Gen. Rydz-Smigly is generally 


recognized in Poland as Pilsudski’s 
official heir. From a palace window, 
the General’s wife and the two 
daughters of the late Marshall Pil- 
sudski viewed the scene. ‘ 

The courtyard was a blaze of col- 
or, with the flags of all Polish regi- 
ments unfurled, the clergy in re- 
splendent robes and many Cabinet 
and parliamentary representatives 
present. 

The new Marshal is expected soon 
to make an announcement concern- 
ing the new national movement of 
which he spoke last May, when he 
said: “If necessary, I will go in for 
politics myself.” 

Soon afterward, it became known 
Rydz-Smigly had directed Col. 
Adam Koc, former head of the 
Bank of Poland, to work out a plan 
for the establishment of a move- 
ment similar to Fascism or Nazi- 
ism. 
Before today’s ceremony, a his- 
toric American pistol, once used by 
Poland’s national hero, Kosciusko, 
in the American Revolution, was 
presented to Rydz-Smigly by the 
Grudziadz Cavalry School. 


JAPAN AND RUSSIA 
RENEW FISHING PALT 


Also Extend Japanese Oil Con- 
cession on Sakhalin ‘Island 
for 5 Years. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Nov. 10.—Japan and 
the Soviet Union concluded yester- 
day an eight-year renewal of a 
fishing agreement. 

‘The new treaty is scheduled to 
be initialed this week and formal- 
ly signed within two weeks. It con- 
tinues the Japanese right to fish 
in Soviet waters of the Okhotsk 
Sea, the Kamchatka peninsula and 
Sakhalin Island, all off Eastern Si- 
beria. The bulk of Japan’s sea 
food is obtained from these waters. 

Extension of the agreement is 
understood to have been considered 
by the Japanese one of their most 
important dealings with the Soviets. 

Possible Effect of Pact. 

In some diplomatic quarters,’ the 
fishing agreement was hailed as a 
forerunner to Soviet-Japanese 
rapprochement which would give 
both Japan and Russia more 
strength to deal with other prob- 
lems. For Moscow, it may mean 
diminution of Far Eastern war 
worries, which would strengthen 
Russia’s position in dealing with 
European politics. Japan might 
feel more free to deal with China 
if its troubles with Russia were 
ended, 

The terms of the new agree- 
ment, it is reliably reported, are 
the same as those of the old. The 
Japanese thus can exploit conces- 
sions which they have held for 
many years. 

Oil Concessions Extended. 

Japan also has obtained the right 
to explore for oil on Sakhalin 
Island for another five years, and 
the border discussions at Tokio 
have made progress. ; : 

A boundary commission contain- 
ing representatives of Outer Mon- 
golia—where Russia extends a pro- 
tective influence—and Manchoukuo 
—a state sponsored by Japan—has 
been negotiating for settlement of 
border questions without a hitch 
thus far, late reports say. 

The fishing agreement represents 
a victory for Shichi Sakoh, Jap- 
anese Charge D’Affaires at Mos- 
cow, who spoke for Japan during 
the negotiations. It was under- 
stood he would return to Tokio 
soon for advancement to a higher 


st. | 
Non-Aggression Pact Proposed. 

Although the accord removes an 
important cause of Japanese-Rus- 
sian friction, it does not affect the 
underlying suspicions held by. both 
countries: which are obvious in 
their war preparations in the Far 
East. No lessening of these pre- 
cautions is expected until Japan 
accepts Russia’s proposal for a 
non-aggression pact. 

Informed persons expressed the 
view that Adolf Hitler’s recent 
anti-Soviet remarks at the Nazi 
party congress in Nurnberg were 
an influence causing Russia to try 
to bring its Japanese problems to 
a conclusion. 

The fishing question was under 
negotiation for a year. One nego- 
tiator, however, asserted the agree- 
ment could have been reached With- 
in half an hour except for polit- 
ical considerations.

President Roosevelt Puts New 
Policy in Effect Under 
Espionage Act. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—A uni- 


form policy of restricting exports 
of American military type airplanes 
until Government requirements are 
fulfilled by manufacturers was or- 


dered today by President Roosevelt 
at a White House conference with 
representatives of the State, War 
and Navy departments and the At- 
torney-General’s office. 

A flat prohibition against the sale 
abroad of planes manufactured for 
the army and navy until one year 
after the second consignment has 
been delivered on Government con- 
tracts is contained in the new 
policy. 

This was based on authority of 
the war-time espionage act forbid- 
ding disclosure of American mili- 
tary secrets to foreign countries. 

The President summoned the 
conference to co-ordinate present 
policies followed by the War, Navy 
and State departments after his at- 
tention was called to apparent va- 
riations in procedure between the 
War and Navy offices. 

‘Press reports recently have said 
Great Britain intended to buy a 
quantity of fighting airplanes from 
American monufacturers to bolster 
its air force. Under today’s action, 
it could buy no ships in this coun- 
try of a type manufactured for 
either the Army or Navy until one 
full year after delivery of the sec- 
ond plane for which the United 
States Government has contracted. 

Military observers said this prin- 
‘ciple would give the United States 
approximately a two-year lead on 
foreign governments to which iden- 
tical planes were sold. 


GREAT BRITAIN TO STEP UP 
MUNITIONS OUTPUT IN 1937 


Nets Supported by Balloons Pro- 
posed to Trap Planes if London 
Is Attacked.

LONDON, Nov. 10.—Sir Thomas 
Inskip, Minister for Defense Co- 
Ordination, told the House of Com- 
mons today Great Britain’s muni- 
tions output would be extended in 
1937 and continued until 1940 on 
an iricreasing scale. 

He disclosed that orders had been 
given for “new and powerful guns” 
required for aerial defense. 

An extensive “balloon barrage,” 
a system of-nets suspended be- 
‘tween balloons to trap attacking 
enemy planes, would be necessary 
for the defense of London, Sir 
Thomas said. 

He also disclosed that more than 
2400 pilots had been accepted for 
training since the beginning of 
British rearmament a year 
last May ,out of 12,000 applicants. 
Twenty thousand men, he said, have 
enlisted in the ground forces. 

“The army has been _ largely 
strengthened, both in equipment 
and personnel,” he added. 

The time has not yet come for 
the abolition of capital ships, the 
defense head asserted.

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SECRETARY PERKINS APPROVES 
WALSH-HEALEY ACT RULING 


Payments Required Under Social 
Security Law Are Not to Be Re- 
garded as Deductions.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—A rul- 

ing that pay deductions required 

by the Federal Social Security Act 


or by state unemployment com- 
pensation laws are not deductions 
under the Walsh-Healey Act was 
approved by Secretary of Labor 
Perkins. yesterday. 

The Walsh-Healey Act provides 
that firms holding Government 
contracts in excess of $10,000 must 
conform to minimum wage and 
other standards fixed by the La- 
bor Department. 

The law specifies that such min- 
imum wages must be paid “without 
subsequent deduction or rebate on 
any account.” The Walsh-Healey 
administration board ruled, how- 
ever, that in collective social secur- 
ity or state unemployment pay- 
ments the employer was “acting 
as the primary agent for collec- 
tion of a tax” and therefore would 
still be complying with the Walsh- 
Healey Act. The question was 
raised by textile manufacturers. 

The board said the law forbids 
deductions of rent in the case of 
company-owned . houses, medica] 
expenses, dues for benefit associa- 
tions and similar deductions where 
they might cause the net wage to 
fall below the Walsh-Healey min- 
imum. 

“The act, however, does not for- 


bid legitimate deductions so long 


as the wage does not fall below 
this level,” the board said. 


INQUIRY INTO PUBLICATION 
OF FRENCH SECRET ORDER 


Official Circular to Generals Asked 
for List of Tribal Leaders in 
Spanish Morocco.

PARIS, Nov. 10. — The Quai 
D’Orsay last night ordered an im- 
mediate investigation into the pub- 
lication of a secret official circular 
to French Generals in Morocco 
asking for a list of tribal leaders 
in Spanish Morocco. Officials said 
the document had not been re- 
leased for publication, but was 
printed in a Royalist newspaper. 

An official under Marcel Peyrou- 
ton, French Resident-General in 
Morocco, officials stated, prepared 
the circular to be sent to Generals 
commanding the regions of Fez, 
Taza and Oudja. The Quai D’Or- 
say did not disclose whether it was 
sent to the Generals. Officials said 
the circular was dated June 31. 

The circular, as printed in the 
Royalist newspaper, asked the Gen- 
erals to send in a list of names of 
native chieftains in the Spanish 
zone of Morocco from the border to 
the sea, indicating tribal dignita- 
ries capable of being appointed 
Maghzens—native agents of the 
Sultan. 

The Quai D’Orsay said that as a 
result of publication of the docu- 
ment “agents of foreign countries 
might have knowledge of it.”

One 
message, in which Lawrence de- 
scribed what he called his “ab- 
normality,” which caused him to 
retire at the age of 35, brought £16 
(about $80). Most of the collection 
of Lawrence memorabilia was of- 
fered by Ernest Thurtle, New 
York-born member of the British 
Parliament.

BARRED IN FRANCE. 


ON ARMISTICE DA 


Route That Troops Will 
Follow in Paris Review 
for Blum and Lebrun to 
Be Guarded Heavily.

PARIS, Nov. 10.—French officials 
today ordered all political demon- 
strations excluded from Armistice 
day ceremonies tomorrow. 

Strong guard detachments were 
instructed to patrol the route along 
the Champs Elysees over which 


French troops will pass in review 
before President Albert Lebrun and 
Premier Leon Blum. 

The orders followed Leftist 
charges that Rightists were plan- 
ning to give the demonstrations to- 
morrow the appearance of “reaction 
against the popular front Blum 
Government.” 

“Abstain from action disturbing 
the unity of French people and de- 
tracting from homage to war dead,” 
Minister of Interior Roger Salengro 
said in an appeal to the country. 

The Communist newspaper Hu- 
manite said militant Rightist organ- 
izations planned to follow the pa- 
rade with “veritable mobilizations 
in the evening under the guise of 
socia] events.” 


No Speeches Allowed. 


Authorities decided to bar a mass 
meeting of members of Jacques Do- 
riot’s popular party and gave per- 
mission to Fascist supporters of Col. 
Francois de la Rocque to hold so- 
cial gatherings only on the condi- 
tion no speeches were made.

HAMILTON PLANS 
G. 0. P. (REVITALIZING 


Chairman to Open Head- 
quarters in Washington: 
Will Not Resign. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 10.—John D. 


M. Hamilton, Republican national 
chairman, said yesterday he would 
begin work immediately to “revital- 
ize” the Republican party for the 
congressional election of 1938. 

He said that the party would 
emerge from its defeat of last Tues- 
day’s election with greater strength 
in the next few years than it has 
had since the defeat of Herbert 
Hoover in 1932. 

Hamilton spent the day confer- 


ring with party leaders on finances. 
He said the expenses of the Repub- 
lican campaign were well over the 
$3,300,000 reported by the Demo- 
crats earlier in the day and that 
the deficit probably would exceed 
$1,000,000, as against the Democrat- 
ic deficit of $500,000. 

Hamilton said he had no inten- 
tion of resigning or of calling an 
early meeting of the national com- 
mittee. He said he had been in 
touch with about 90 per cent of the 
committeemen since the _ election 
and so far as he knew there was 
no demand for a meeting. He will 
confer with Gov. Alf M. Landon of 
Kansas this week and will then go 
to Washington and establish head- 
quarters. 

“I’m not going down to Wash- 
ington and sit.around and shout 
about legislation just because we 


happen to have been defeated,” 
Hamilton said. “I’m not going to 


do a lot of things to try to ham- 
string the administration, but what 
Wwe are going to do is to reassemble 
our ranks and carry on for the 
future.” 


Landon May Issue Statement to 
Party After Seeing Hamilton.

TOPEKA, Kan., Nov. 10.—Gov. 
Alf M. Landon gave attention to- 
day to hundreds of communications 
received since his defeat for the 
presidency as he prepared for a 


conference late this week with John 
D. M. Hamilton, national chairman, 
on future plans for the Republican 
party. 

He deferred plans for a duck 
hunting trip to dictate replies to 
the letters and telegrams, said by 
his secretaries to have been of a 
larger volume since the election 
than during any single week of the 
campaign. 

Many of the messages urged that 
efforts be made to rebuild a strong 
organization for the 1938 off-year 
election and the presidential con- 
test two years later. 

Giles Davenport, member of a 
New York publishing concern, wrote 
expressing the hope that Landon 
would “shortly say something to 
the millions of Republicans who 
still look to you for leadership.” 

Aids indicated that such a state- 
ment might be forthcoming after 
the meeting with Hamilton.

JAPAN CRITICISED ON 
ITS CARE OF MANDATES 


League Commission Says Liv- 
ing Standard of Islanders 
Has Not Improved Much. 


By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, Nov. 10.—Members of 
the League of Nations’ Mandate 
Commission criticised yesterday Ja- 
pan’s care of the natives in its man- 
dated Pacific islands through which 
Japan has announced plans to es- 
tablish air lines. 

No questions concerning possible 
military aspects of the air lines 
were asked of Nobumi Ito, Japa- 
nese representative at Geneva. Sev- 
eral members of the commission 
declared, however, Japan had not 
sufficiently improved the standard 
of living in the islands. 

The natives, they said, have not 
enough capital to buy comforts 
from abroad. Imports in 1934 were 
roughly two-thirds of exports in 
value. 

Ito told the commission Japan 
was doing all it could to insure the 
economic development of the is- 
lands. 
Japan was given mandates over 
1400 islands south of the equator 
as a reward for participation in- 
the World War on the Allies’ side. 

Although Japan resigned from 
the League because the Geneva 
body condemned it as an aggressor 
in Manchuria, Japan did not relin- 
quish guardianship of the islands. 
In fact, the Tokio Government _~ 
made it clear it has no intention 
of doing so. 

The air lines, Japan has an- 
nounced, will carry only mail and 
official documents, make observa- 
tions “of movements of fish,” and 
in general establish a chain of 
communications among the islands 
and with Japan. 


Jews Beaten on Riot Anniversary. 

WARSAW, Nov. 10.—Several 
Jews were beaten, one seriously, in 
street fighting on the anniversary 
of clashes between Jews and Polish 
university students in November, 
1935. Students marched through 
the streets and smashed four shap 
windows of Jewish stores. Twelve 
policemen were injured by rocks 
and 20 persons arrested.

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ANOTHER CANDIDATE FOR THE ASH-CAN. 

While the editor of the Literary Digest is still 
mumbling to himself and wishing he had gone in for 
something nice and safe like baby contests, the di- 
rector of the imposingly-named Institute of Public 
Opinion, Dr. George Gallup—the “scientific sampler” 
—is taking credit for a forecast which predicted Mr. 
Roosevelt’s re-election and “indicated the dimensions 
of his landslide.” 

If we take a look at the Gallup setup on the Sun- 
day before the election, we find, to be sure, only 
three states marked sure for Landon, but we find 
also 14 other states, with an electoral vote of 204, 
in which the “institute” did “not attempt to pre- 
dict.” Three of them—South Dakota, Massachusetts 
and Kansas—were marked 52 per cent Republican. 
Two—Connecticut and Rhode Island—were called 50- 
50 states. In the others—lIllinois, Pennsylvania, 
Michigan, Iowa, etc—the Democrats were given an 
edge. In these states, Dr. Gallup’s slide rule, or 
whatever his scientific tool is, failed to function. 

By listing 14 states as doubtful, the “scientific 
sampler” provided himself with a hedge against what 
was on Nov, 1 the highly improbable event of a Lan- 
don victory, while in predicting a Roosevelt victory 
~—anticipated by all experienced political observers 
without the use of precision instruments—he was 
paving the way for his present boast.

The electors which 
the Republicans must win to recapture Con- 
gress and the presidency will continue to 
live in greatest numbers east of the Mis- 
sissippi, and, when the ghastly wounds of 
last Tuesday’s battle have begun to heal, 
control of the party organization will un- 
doubtedly head back in that direction. 

Had the Farm Belt, including Mr. Lan- 
don’s home State of Kansas, given any 
support to the Republican candidates, this 
return of authority might not seem so 
clearly the lesson of the election, with Penn- 
sylvania, New York, New Jersey and the 
Midland states all in the President’s column. 
But since the Farm Belt faithfully followed 
the national trend, and has less electoral 
votes than two of the big Eastern states, 
it has no longer any claim to the party lead- 
ership. 

Chairman John D. M. Hamilton will stay 
on awhile, and Gov. Landon will continue 
as the “titular leader” of the Republican 
party. One is part of the face-saving routine 
of politics; the other is a mere symbolic ex- 
pression. But from now on, when Repub- 
lican politicians meet privately, all their 
thoughts will be directed to putting the 
work of reconstruction in other hands.

In adopting it, the Republican leaders 
turned their backs on the advice of Mr. 
Hoover and other experienced leaders. This 
advice was to make no compromises with 
the New Deal, no attempt to match it; and 
to nominate a forthright candidate of 
known qualifications and a minimum of 
public inconsistencies who would at least 
regain some of the lost Republican states.

In passing, it may be noted that at least 
two Republicans on the spot at Cleveland 
foresaw and privately predicted a goodly 
part of last Tuesday's outcome. One was 
Mr. Hoover. The other was Senator Arthur

- The Republican lodestone was strong 
enough to attract away from the President’s 
unparalleled public magnetism votes enough 
to maintain the nucleus of a great party.

mund Ezra Day, director of 
social science programs of the 
Rockefeller Foundation and the 
General Education Board, will be 
the next president of Cornell Uni- 
versity, succeeding Dr. Livingston 
Farrand who retirés on June 30, 
next. 

Fhe announcement of his elec- 
tion and acceptance by the board of 
trustees was made here today, after 
the board’s regular autumn meet- 
ing. In its election the board of 
trustees followed the unanimous 
recommendations of a joint commit- 
tee of the faculty and trustees ap- 
pointed in June, 1935. 

Dr. Day will be Cornell’s fifth 
president, Andrew Dickson White, 
who planned and directed the uni- 
versity’s organization, was elected 
president in 1866 and served until 
1885, with leave of absence from 
1879 to 1881, when he was Minister 
to Germany. His successor, the 
late Charles Kendall Adams, held 
office until 1892.

FOR PEERS, PERESSES 


Participants Being Told How 
Many Inches of Ermine 
They May Wear on Robes

By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Nov. 10, — Peers and 
peeresses who are to attend the 
coronation of King Edward are be- 
ing told exactly how many inches 
wide the ermine must be that bor- 
ders their robes, according to their 


respective rank; how long their 
train must be, and the exact pat- 
tern of peérs’ coronets. 

If King Edward is crowned a 
bachelor. King, peeresses will not 
wear coronets, but only tiaras. 

Instructions for the actual style 
of the court dress or kirtle—the 
old-fashioned word for a petticoat 
or skirt—as distinct from the tra- 
ditional mantle and cape have not 
been issued by the Earl Marshall 
yet. 
3 Kirtle and Petticoat. 


It may be that the full and com- 
plete traditional and ceremonial 
mantle with cape, kirtle and petti- 
coat will be worn as at the corona- 
tion of the late King George and 
Queen Mary. Or on the other hand, 
peeresses may be given the option 
of wearing the traditional mantle 
and cape over the usual full court 
dress. 

For the 1911 coronation the kirtle 
was cut on the original traditional 
lines—“wasp-waisted” with Eliza- 
bethan boned and pointed bodice, 


of rich cream satin lavishly em- 
broidered with silver and gold 
thread and studded with diamante 
or semi-precious stones, 

If full court dress is to be worn 
instead of the kirtle it will give 
scope for individuality in dress. 
The robes or mantles that are com- 
pulsory are hardly more than a 
‘train hanging from the shoulders 
and a waist-length cape. Elbow- 
length white gloves also will be 
worn. 

“Whichever is decided upon, it 
will be a very dazzling and colorful 
spectacle,” commented Edward H. 
Symonds, managing director of 
Reville and dressmaker to Queen 
Mary and the court. 

Clearly, every. detail is set out in 
the “London Gazette” for the ad- 
vice of peers and peeresses who will 
be summoned +o the ceremony. 

“That the robe or mantle be of 
crimson velvet edged with miniver, 
the length of the train being de- 
cided by the peeress’ respective 
rank. That the cape be furred with 
miniver pure (the white fur com- 
monly known as ermine), the num- 
ber of rows according to her degree. 


Costume for Baronesses. 


The measurements continue: 

“Baronesses, two rows of ermine 
(black) on the cape; the train of 
the robe three feet on the ground 
bordered with two inches of min- 
iver. . 

“Viscountesses, two rows and a 
half on the cape; train 1% yards, 
bordered with two inches of min- 
iver. 

“Countesses, three rows on the 
cape; train, 1% yards, with three 
inches of miniver. 

“Marchioness, three rows and a 
half on the cape; train, 1% yards 
with four-inch miniver. 

“Duchesses, four rows on the 
cape; train, two yards, with five 
inches of miniver.” 

Fur details for the robes of Peers 
according to their rank are similar 
to those of Peeresses, and their 
robes are worn over full court 
dress, uniform or regimentals. 

Details for the coronets also are 
given. As the King is crowned 
Peers don théir,coronets. If there 
is no Queen to be crowned, Peer- 
esses’ tiaras will be undisturbed by 
the addition of a coronet on the 
head. The instructions read on: 


Coronets of Silver-Gilt. 


“The coronets to be of silver-gilt; 
the caps of crimson velvet turned 
up with ermine, with a gold tassel 
on the top; and no jewels or pre- 
cious stones are to be set or used 
in the coronets, or counterfeit 
pearls instead of silver balls. 

“The coronet of a Baron to have, 
on the circle or rim, six silver balls 
at equal distance. The coronet of 
a Viscount to have, on the circle, 
16 silver balls. The coronet of an 
Earl to have, on the circle, eight 
silver balls, raised upon points, 
with gold. strawberry leaves be- 
tween the points. The coronet of a 
Marquess to have on the circle four 
gold strawberry leaves and four 
silver balls alternately, the latter a 
little raised on points above the 
rim. The coronet of a Duke to 
have, on the circle, eight gold 
strawberry leaves.”

UPHELD ON APPCAL 


Chicago Court Affirms Con- 
viction of E. St. Louis 
Hardware Man. 


The conviction of Max Sonzinsky, 
hardware dealer at 453 Collinsville 
aventie, Eagt St. Louis, for viola- 
tion of a phase of the National 
Firearms Act was upheld yester- 
day by the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals at Chicago. In 
sustaining the jury verdict the 
higher court upheld the constitu- 
tionality of sections of the act. 

Sonzinsky was found * guilty last 
May in Federal Judge Fred L. 
Wham’s court at East St. Louis on 
two counts of an indictment charg- 
ing him with selling firearms with- 
out registering as a dealer and 
with possession of an. unregistered 
shotgun. He was sentenced to 18 
months in Leavenworth and fired 
$500. He was indicted after one of 
three men charged with burglary 
said he had bought the sawed-off 
shotgun found in his possession 
from Sonzinsky. 

At his trial, Sonzinsky’s lawyers 
questioned the validity of the act, 
asserting that “while pretending to 
be a revenue measure,” actually it 
“dealt with a police matter prop- 
erly in the province of the 
states.” 

To this argument the Court of 
Appeals replied: “The tax can rea- 
sonably be’ said to be for the pur- 
pose of producing revenue. It can- 
not even be said to be unreason- 
able in requiring a dealer to reg- 
ister and pay a tax of $200 per an- 
num. It is unimportant under such 
circumstances that such levies may 
at the same time impose a degree 
of regulation.”

“It is one of the closing steps in 
a deliberate plan and policy orig- 
inated (by the C. I. O.) in the be- 
ginning to set up a rival organiza- 
tion to the American Federation of 
Labor. 

‘I predict that the next step will 
be the calling of a conference at 
which the independent rival organ- 
ization headed by Mr. Lewis will be 
formally launched.” 

Green Clarifies Statement. 

A conference with Green was de- 
clined Sunday by Lewis, who said 
it would be futile because of Green’s 
statement that he Jacked authority 
to change the policy of the Federa- 
tion Executive Council. It was this 
council which suspended 10 C. L. O. 
unions from the federation. 

Green said he had referred not to 
the council policy concerning sus- 
pension, but to the policy it had 
determined for holding peace con- 
ferences through a committee. 

Concerning discussions in Wash- 
ington by the executive board of 
the Ladies’ Garment Workers’ 
Union, as to whether it would seek 
feinstatement in the federation, 
Green said no union would be re- 
instated, so far as he was  con- 

rned, unless it renounced the 
cea OD, 

“That is the only condition of re- 
Instatement,” he added. “We don’t 
ask anybody to give up anything 
else. Any union that wants to pur- 
sue industrial organization would 
be free to do so.” 

Asked if the federation’s conven- 
tion in Tampa, Fla. next week 
might not overrule the C. I. O. sus- 
pension, Green said it had the pow- 
er, but added he did not believe it 
would do so. 

Clothing Workers’ Campaign. 

An immediate campaign to union- 
e 90,000 unorganized clothing 
workers was ordered yesterday by 
the executive board of the Interna- 
tional Ladies’ Garment Workers 
Union. 

In deciding on a vigorous effort 
to extend its influence, the board 
voted an appropriation of $500,000 
and pledged “all its material re- 
sources.” David Dubinsky, presi- 
dent of the union, was authorized 
to utilize his entire present staff in 
the campaign and to employ 50 ad- 
ditional organizers. 

The campaign was announced 
Simultaneously with a statement 
that the union favors a constitu- 
tional amendment for the protec- 
tion and advancement of wage 
tarners. 

Dubinsky said the campaign 

buld open with establishment of 
offices in St. Louis, Kansas City, 

ansylvania and upper New York. 

Dubinsky asserted the St. Louis 
pifice would have sufficed for Mis- 
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souri except that the union “wants 
to give Jim Reed a break.” He ex- 
plained that James A. Reed, former 
Democratic Senator from Missouri 
who supported Gov. Landon in the 
campaign this year, owns a factory 
in Kansas City, which the union 
charges has imposed unfavorable 
working conditions on its employes. 

The Kansas City office will con- 
centrate On unionizing employes in 
the Nell Donnelly clothing factory. 
The owner of that factory—the 
former Mrs. Nell .Donnelly—was 
married to Reed a few years ago. 

The organization campaign will 
be carried out along industrial 
unionism lines. 

Thomas F. McMahon, internation- 
al president of the United Textile 
Workers of America, last night 
called on textile workers “to or- 
ganize their forces in the demand 
for wage increase, reduction of 
hours and improved conditions of 
employment.” 


HOW EMERGENCY FEDERAL 
AID IS GIVEN RESERVE BANKS 


W. McC. Martin at Illinois U. Con- 
ference Describes Operation of 
System. 


The emergency aid extended by 
the Federal Reserve Banks to 
their member banks, which the 
general public rarely knows about, 
was one of the advantages of the 
Federal Reserve System described 
by William McChesney Martin, 
president of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of St. Louis,.in an address 
last night before the second annual 
conference on banking at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois. 

Occasionally, he said, the arriv- 
al of an airplane at a small city 
carrying funds urgently needed to 
save a bank gives the public dra- 
matic proof of how the system 
operates. The Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem. he added, gave to any mem- 
ber bank the advantages of the 
pooled resources of many banks. 
Under the law as amended in 1935, 
a member bank may borrow from 
the Federal Reserve Bank on any 
good assets. 


NEWLY ELECTED JUDGE DIES 


William J. Emerson, 62, Succumbs 
at Oregon, Ill. 

OREGON, Ill, Nov. 10.—One of 
three judgeships of the Fifteenth 
Circuit today was vacant for the 
second time in recent months as a 
result of the death of Judge Wil- 
liam J. Emerson, 62 years old, who 
was elected last Tuesday. Emerson 
held the judgeship from 1924 to 1933 
when he lost to Frank T. Sheehan 
of Galena, who died recently. Ata 
special election held in conjunction 
with the regular election, Judge 
Emerson was elected to fill the un- 
expired term of his predecessor. 

Judge Emerson died at his home 
here yesterday after a protracted 
illness. He recently returned from 
a clinic at Rochester, Minn., and 
because of his poor health did not 
campaign actively. He was State’s 
Attorney of Ogle County for three 
terms, and was prosecutor at the 
famed Harry Elgin Webster trial 
in which the latter was accused of 
murdering his bride near Dixon. 
Emersen is survived by his widow 
and three children.

It Was Called Aug. 24, When Com- 
panies Refused to Buy Only 
From Organized Diggers.

POTOSI, Mo., Nov. 10.—A _ vote 
is being taken in the 11 locals of 
the Washington County Tiff Miners’ 
Council to decide whether to con- 
tinue the strike begun Aug. 24. Not 
all of the locals have completed 
voting. A mass meeting of the strik- 
ers is likely to be held before a final 
decision is made. 

The strike was called by the In- 

ternational Union of Mine, Mill and 
Smelter Workers, of which the tiff 
miners’ locals are members, after 
operating companies refused a de- 
mand that they purchase only tiff 
mined by union diggers. The strike, 
marked by occasional disorders and 
picketing, has centered around the 
National Pigments & Chemical Co. 
plant at Fountain Farms, and the 
Superior Mineral Co. plant at Cadet. 
Union leaders said 2200 miners were 
involved in the strike and plant op- 
erators set the number a great 
deal lower. 
Neither the National nor the Su- 
perior plants has closed as a re- 
sult of the strike. Strike léaders 
could not be reached today for a 
statement on the voting.

CHARTER FOR NEWYORK 


Proportional ._ Representation 
Under System Adopted Ef- 
fective Jan. 1, 1938. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 10.—When 
voters overwhelmingly approved a 
new charter for New York City 
Tuesday, they authorized the first 
major changes in the structure of 
the municipal government _— since 
Greater New York was organized 
in 1897. 

Approval was voted despite a vig- 
orous fight against it by the city’s 
Democratic machine, led by Tam- 
many Hall, and by the Republican 
organization in the Borough of 
Richmond (Staten Island), the only 
borough to reject the charter. 

Tammany leaders fought the 
change in government because it 
would deprive them of some of their 
power, for in addition to the new 
charter, the voters approved a sys- 
tem of proportional representation 
in a city council. Under proportional 
representation there will be one 
councilman for each 75,000 votes 
cast in a mayoral election, making 
the City Council consist of about 
32 members. Council members will 
be elected for the first time next 
November, and the present Board 
of Aldermen, with its 64 district 
members, will be abolished. Coun- 
cilmen will be elected on a borough- 
wide basis, and voters will be al- 
lowed to indicate a first choice, sec- 
ond, third and so on. 

Method of Election. 

A candidate receiving 75,000 first 
choice votes will be declared elect- 
ed, and the remaining ballots for 
him counted for the second choice 
candidates named on them. If a 
second choice already has been 
elected, the votes would be counted 
for the third choice. 

Advocates of this system con- 
tend it will result in more adequate 
representation for minorities, and 
that it will.do away with the need 
of primaries for council nomina- 
tions. 

The size of the City Council will 
vary according to the total vote in 
each borough, the number being au- 
tomatically reapportioned every two 
years, 

The new charter, which will go 
into effect Jan. 1, 1938, invests the 
‘egislative powers for the city in 
the Council, and makes an adminis- 
trative body of the Board of Esti- 
mate, which functions now as a 
sort of upper house. However, the 
greater part of the legislation by 
the City Council must be concurred 
in by the Board of Estimate, which 
will be composed, as it is now, of 
the Mayor, Comptroller, president 
of the City Council—in place of the 
president of the Board of Alder- 
men—and the five borough presi- 


City Planning Commission. 
The charter sets up a city plan- 
ning commission, with broad pow- 
ers over public improvements, and 
creates the office of City Treasurer, 
who will take over much of the 
work now handled by the Comptrol- 
ler. The Comptroller, however, re- 
tains complete power of audit, the 
handling of bond issues and the ad- 
mintstration of sinking funds. 

The present building bureaus of 
the five boroughs will be consolidat- 
ed into a — * department, which 
will issue building permits and cer- 
tificates of occupancy. 

Most of the other departments in 
the city government are left undis- 
turbed, with some slight changes in 
the powers given to them under the 
old charter. 

The Police Department is given 
the power to regulate pedestrian 
traffic, a power which the Board 
of Aldermen never gave it under 
the old charter. It may mean the 
end of “jay walking.”

Senator-elect Ernest Lundeen, Min- 
nesota Farmer-Laborite, today vol- 
unteered his services to “progres- 
sives and liberals of America . .

Farmer-Labor party.” 

The offer was contained in a pub- 
lic statement thanking the voters 
of Minnesota for their support in 
last week’s election.

HOPE ‘70 SAVE EUROPE 


Another War Would Mean 
. World Revolution, He Says 
at Lord Mayor’s Banquet. 


By the Associated Préss. 

LONDON, Nov. 10.—Prime Min- 
ister Stanley Baldwin said last 
night that the inevitable result of 
war would be “world revolution” 
and pledged his government to try 
“to save Europe” through disarm- 
ament and lowered trade barriers. 

Speaking at the banquet in honor 
of London’s new Lord Mayor, Sir 
George Thomas Broadbridge, Bald- 
win said: 

“I am prepared to devote all our 
efforts, whatever may be the cost 
in men and money, to do what is 
necessary, but I am conscious all 
the time of the folly of all of us. 

“The Government is ready and 
anxious to embrace any and every 
opportunity to stem this growth of 
armament, and to effect a reduction 
of armament and enter into agree- 
ments which will make for peace 
and remove from Europe that fear 
which broods over her today.” 

Baldwin said he hoped new nego- 
tiations of the Locarno Powers 
would “constitute the first step to- 
ward European settlement.” 

Much of his speech was devoted 
to new trade agreements with Italy 
and the Argentine and with the 
British-American joint policy of “lib- 
eration of the world from the 
shackles which unduly impede free 
development of international trade.” 

Baldwin expressed “with an ex- 
tensive view” friendship not only 
with the United States but with Po- 
jand, Egypt and Italy. 

He concluded by declaring he was 
determined that neither Fascism 
nor Communism ever should tri- 
umph in Great Britain. 


NAZIS ASSAIL SIGRID UNDSET 


Paper Says Her Books Should Be 
Barred in Germany. 

BERLIN, Nov. 10.—The West- 
deutscher Beobachter, official Nazi 
organ, said today the writings of 
Sigrid Undset, Danish novelist, 
should “disappear from the columns 
of German newspapers, from Ger- 
man libraries and from book 
stores.” The newspaper’s attack ap- 
parently was caused by the Nobel 
Prize winner’s disagreement with 
Nazi racial theories. 

“Frau Undset has betrayed the 
heartfelt hospitality she enjoyed in 
our cultural life,” the Westdeutscher 
Beobachter added. “She did not 
deserve the veneration which was 
accorded her by wide circles of our 
people.”

IGHTEEN years ago tomorrow, 
Nov. 11, 1918, the war ended and 
earth celebrated Armistice day. 
More than 200 billion dollars, and

The hand can be measured 80 
easily by the Culbertson rule that 
gays “Raise partner’s suit bid to 
three with at least four trumps 
(J«x x x or better) and a singleton, 
with at least two honor tricks” that 
all the responder need do is to note 
how well the hand conforms (with 
a jack for good measure). He can 
bid three spades with an easy con- 
science, unplagued by the fear that 
he has passed up an alternative bid, 
and then sit back and hope that 
the original bidder will be able to 
throw one or more asking bids at 
him. 

It is with the fifth and sixth di- 
visions that real bidding difficulty 
is usually encountered, Which is 
simply another way of saying that 
on these hands a shrewd, accurate 
and discriminating bidder enjoys 
an enormous advantage over his 
less gifted associates. 


With hands that belong in Group 
No. 5 (strong enough to merit a 
forcing takeout of a one bid) it 
must not be forgotten that the mes- 
sage conveyed by the forcing take- 
out is far different from that of a 
mere raise or non-jump takeout. 
The forcing takeout not only di- 
rects that game be reached regard- 
less of subsequent evidence of a 
misfit, but strongly suggests slam 
possibilities. The very fact that it 
does so carries to the original 
bidder an implication of a fit with 
his suit. The absence of such a 
fit must be adequately compen- 
sated. It is here that so many 
players go astray; they either make 
forcing takeouts willy-nilly on any 
hand containing as many as three 
and one-half honor tricks, regard- 
fess of their support for the orig- 
inal bid, or lean over backwards 
and refuse to make a forcing take- 
out even with five honor tricks 
unless they hold magnificent sup- 
port for the opening bid.

This four-plus honor trick hand 
demands strong expression, regard- 
less of the fact that there is not 
adequate support for partner’s 
spade bid. But since neither of the 
four card suits is robust enough to 
stand on its own feet, great care 
will have to be exercised to avoid 
finding oneself in a six diamond or 
six club contract with only three 
small trumps in partner’s hand. 


HE best way to express hands 
Tot this cut-up nature is, first, to 

give a very strong bid (a forc- 
ing takeout) and later to “apply 
the brakes.” It must be borne in 
mind that a three diamond bid over 
one spade will excite partner with 
slam visions. He is almost certain 
to assume that the responder has 
either a good spade fit, or a long 
and strong diamond suit. With such 
a picture in mind, it may be diffi- 
cult to curb his enthusiasm, and, 
therefore, having given a forcing 
takeout, the responder would be ill 
advised to add another strong bid 
at a later stage. Thus, if the re- 
sponse to a three diamond takeout 
is three spades, responder had bet- 
ter content himself with the com- 
paratively modest three no trump 
rebid and leave further aggressive 
action, if there is to be any to his 
partner. 

If the rebid by the opener is 
three no trump, it would be a major 
error to go fishing for a slam in 
the club suit for the simple reason 
that it is highly unlikely that part- 
ner can have any support good 
enough to solidify the suit and yet 
not good enough to bid on his own 
account. It requires considerable 


restraint, I will admit, 
three no trump to close the bidding, 
but any other course is fraught 
with danger. 

Hands in Group No. 6 offer much 
less difficulty to the player with a 
good bridge education. The arti- 
ficial conventions at his disposal 
—namely: asking bids and the four- 
five no trump convention, are meas- 
uring rods of such acuracy that it 
becomes inexcusable to bid seven 
with an ace or other key honor 
missing from the combined hands. 

It is my earnest advice that my 
readers apply themselves most dili- 
gently to the problems involved in 
Groups 2, 3 and 5—the present 
source of most bidding tragedies. 

The enormous number of honor 
tricks necessary to a slam, when 
neither hand has a suit longer than 
four cards, is exemplified in today’s

Many Advanes Made Since 
Barium and X-ray Were 
Discovered.

For he it was, nearly 40 years ago, 
who had the idea of using this then 
new invention to observe the act of 
swallowing. The animal used was 
a goose (no reflection on. modern 
patients being intended). The long 
neck -was admirably adapted for 
watching the phenomenon. It was 
known that bismuth would throw 
a shadow on the X-ray screen, and 
since bismuth salts are in powder 
form and mix easily with food, they 
‘were first used. Soon it was a com- 
mon laboratory procedure to watch 
a meal in the stomach and intes- 
tines of cats and dogs, and only a 
short time until patients with diges- 
tive diseases were observed. 
e ” * + 


HE early salt, bismuth, was 
T ‘oun occasionally to be ab- 

sorbed and cause poisoning, so 
it was replaced by barium. Many 
additions to the routine X-ray pro- 
cedure of examining the. digestive 
tract have been made, probably the 
most notable being Dr. Evarts Gra- 
ham’s method of feeding a sub- 
stance which is excreted in the 
gallbaidder and throws a shadow 
on the X-ray plate. Such advances, 
as well as numerous improvements 
in X-ray apparatus, have put it 
within reach of any medical prac- 
titioner to be a William Beaumont, 
that famous American physician 
who first observed directly the ac- 
tion of the stomach on his patient 
who had a gunshot wound which 
exposed the inside of that organ. 

Of course many other methods 
are used to study the digestive or- 
gans today. The secretions of the 
stomach can be analyzed chemi- 
cally. Indeed the inside of the 
stomach can be photographed, al- 
though this has not proved to be 
as useful a procedure as was at 
first expected. 

The influence of emotion on di- 
gestive physiology is a fact which 
we all recognize in our daily lives. 
We may be terribly hungry, and 
then some exciting or bad news 
comes along, and every thought or 
desire for food vanishes. These 
phenomena also have been the es- 
pecial interest of Dr.’ Cannon, who 
several years ago wrote a book en- 
titled, “The Bodily Changes in 
Pain, Hunger, Fear and Rage.” 

It will be worth while, I think, 
in some of the articles this week, 
to see what Dr. Cannon has to say 
about the nature of hunger and the 
nature of thirst: how he answers 
such questions as: “Is it well to 
take a snack before retiring?” or 
“How does a bit of lemon help to 
slacken thirst?” or “Is it a mis- 
take to take water and other fluids 
with meals?” or “Why should you 
avoid eating when fatigued?”

The Noted Rural Stage and Screen Comedian as Seen by an Associate 


CHIC WITH HIS SON DWIGHT.

Chic was himself the most inter- 
esting and lovable of his notable 
gallery of real American rural 
small town types, but this charac- 
ter the public never saw. He could 
not play himself before an audience. 
It made him as nervous and self- 


.| conscious as any stage-frightened 


amateur. Let him slip into one of 
his characters and he could hold 
them with the lift of a finger or the 
flick of an eyebrow. 

The one exception occurred by 
strange coincidence just one month 
ago. On Oct. 8 the Masquers. a Hol- 
lywood organization of stage ac- 
tors similar to the Lambs, in New 
York, gave a dinnef in Chic’s hon- 
or. The toastmaster, Pat O’Brien, 
traced the history of the honor 
guest, a name in show business 
when many of those present, includ- 
ing the toastmaster, had not yet 
stepped upon a stage or before a 
camera. It was a stirring tribute. 
Chic arose bashfully and _ said: 
“Doggone, Pat, that certainly was 
mighty pretty. From the way you 
talk, a feller would think I was 
dead.” The audience howled, and 
Chic, as himself talking to friends, 
kept them rolling for 30 minutes. 
It was his last appearance before 
an audience. 

Chic never got over being a small 
town boy. It was not a pose. He 
couldn’t be otherwise. He admit- 
ted that in his early days he had 
tried to look like an actor. He 
bought, a cane and spats. “I was 
just as conscious of that cane as 
if I had been carrying a bass drum 
down the street. I made about two 
blocks before the cane slipped 
through a sidewalk grating and 
snapped off. I dropped her right 
there and never bought another 
one. I got rid of the white spats, 
too, when a feller pointed at them 
and told me my underwear was 
slipping down.” Chic admitted. 
Among college men Chic was 
considered a college man. This is 
not strictly true. He was raised in 
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OY JAMES, a former St. 
Louisan, has been a close 
friend of Chic Sale for many 


years, and since 1929 closely as- 
sociated with him as his busi- 
ness manager, as well as assist- 
ing him with his writing and 
working with him in sketches on 
the radio and in vaudeville. 
Their business connection began 
here quite early in their friend- 
ship, when James, formerly a 
cartoonist, wrote several things 
for the comedian. Sale, on a 
fishing trip to the Ozarks in 
June, 1929, suggested that James 
join him. The suggestion was 
repeated when James helped 
him*on a musical book, and in 
November, 1929, the idea ‘was 
carried out.

Chic had a reputation for thrift- 
iness and in many ways, usually 
over small sums, he was close with 
his money, but he would frequently 
spend large sums freely and even 
foolishly.

“When I think of small sums I 
remember the days when a dime 
was important to me. Large sums 
mean only that I am making enough 
salary to afford to spend them.”

EW people knew Chic’s real age. 

He was 51 on Aug. 26 this year. 

To his personal acquaintances he 
seemed younger. Those who knew 
him only on the screen and stage 
thought him older, no doubt be- 
cause they saw him mostly as the 
whiskered old G, A. R. veteran. 
When asked his age he would par- 
ry: “I’m older than I look and a 
lot younger than folks think I am.” 
Once a gentleman 90 years old 
wrote a warm letter of congratula- 
tions saying: “You sure show these 
young stars that us old fellows can 
keep up with them.” The letter was 
so sincere, the old gentleman was 
so happy with the thought, that 
Chic hadn’t the heart to disillusion 
him. : 


Recently Chic had been trying to 
“get away from whiskers,” as he 
put it. His finest characterization 
had become a liability in pictures 
because of the obvious limitations. 
He turned down several chances to 
do the old in his effort to estab- 
lish his younger characters. Two 
of his great successes, his beloved 
old man character and his best- 
selling book, “The Specialist,” had

His writing success was, as he 
said, an accident, but for a time he 
was very proud of the book, never- 
theless.

Sunday. I liked ‘The Specialist’ and 
so did the family.” The manuscript 
was one of Chic’s most-treasured 
possessions. 

Perhaps Chic’s finest screen char- 
acterization and certainly his fa- 
vorite was his portrayal of Abra- 
ham Lincoln in “The Perfect Trib-' 
ute.” It was the first time he had 
ever played a historical character. 
The premier of the picture was held 
in Springfield, Ill. Gov. Horner in- 
vited Chic as his guest at the man- 
sion and told him the place was his 
to do as he liked. Chic sent for his 
father and mother. They came over 
from Urbana with several friends 
and found themselves guests for 
dinner in the Governor’s mansion. 
The irrepressible small boy in Chic 
got a tremendous kick from enter- 
ing his father and mother as the 
acting Governor of Illinois, for 
Chic Sale’s father, a stanch Re- 
publican and no great admirer of 
Gov. Horner, was alittle doubtful 
at first. Chic, who took his politics 
lightly, had failed to check on the 
political situation. All he knew was 
that Gov. Horner was an author- 
ity on Lincoln and owned the fin- 
est collection of Lincoln books in 
the country. This fact and a per- 
fect dinner service by the staff 
eased things considerably. Chic told 
the story with delight, adding: “I 
wouldn't be surprised if father vot- 
ed for him next time.”

éé "M at my wits’ end to know 
| what to do with my two girls. 
They are 17 and 15 — old 
enough to know better, but they 
quarrel as often as they meet. I’ve 
punished them, 
done everything I 
know how to do, 


| and still they can- 


not agree. Our 
home is a battle- 
field. My nerves 
are worn raw and 
my husband takes 
to his room and 
stays there to 
avoid the unpleas- 
antness. He says 
I ought to be able 
to keep the peace. 
But how can I?” 
The peace can- 
not be kept per- 
manently. There Angelo Patri 
are always differences of opinion, 
temperament, taste, and children 
have not the control that allows 
calm discussion of differences. Each 
is self-centered and blind to the 
other’s need of sympathy and un- 
derstanding. Each is for himself. 
The quarrel is inevitable. 


Early training helps some. If 
the children are taught to share 
their good times and sink their 
bad ones, by skilful redirection 
and planned opportunity they have 
a background for tolerance and 
co-operation at least, but the bick- 
ering of adolescence must be 
faced. At this period self-assertion 
becomes a strong force, and force 
meeting force means a battle. 

Usually there is one stronger 
than another, and he begins the 
fight by announcing in determined 
tones that his way is the one and 
only way. He is likely to try his 
power for the sheer pleasure of 
doing so. He picks the quarrel. 
When you see that send him 
promptly in another direction, to 
do some bit of work that will use 
his"energy for a time, and tell the 
other one to busy himself. The 
less said about the reason for 
your orders, the better. Argu- 
ment feeds itself. 


S soon as possible find the lead- 
A er by himself and tell him that 

he must feel responsible for 
keeping the peace. He is not to 
boss the other children, not to as 
sume lordship over them. He is to 
be helpful and kind, and stay out 
of the way. Be firm about it and 
do what you say you will do; iso 
late him the moment he begins. 


Tell two bickering children that, 
after they cool off, they are to get 
together and come to some agree- 
ment about the dispute. They have 
to find a way out for themselves, 
That helps them to see how futile 
the whole business is. Give each 
his schedule of duties, a place for 
his own things. Guard his prive 
ileges and protect his rights. Ine 
sist upon taking turns in perform- 
ing routined and disliked tasks, 
and in the enjoyment of special 
privileges, such as the use of the 
car. Then, having set the stage 
for self-direction, get out of the 
way. ‘ 
Don’t get into every argument, 
If it begins to get noisy, look in 
their direction. If that look does 
not work, act and send them their 
separate ways. If possible do not 
decide between them, but make 
them thrash the thing out between 
themselves and come to some 
agreement. No family ever grew 
up without this bickering. Care- 
ful, patient teaching coupled by 
enlightening experiences does the 
work in time.
